Letters from the Rhine from good Hands bring Advice, 
that on the #8th Inftant M. Traun’s and M. Bathiani’s 
Armies were but two Marches from onc another ; and 
that by the Prince of Conti’s Difpofitions then making, 
ic feemed as if he was meditating a Retreat as far as 
Worms. Lord Tyrawley arrived here trom Hanover on 
Wedn-fazy laft, and fets out for England To-morrow 
or next Day ; as does M, Oforio for Hanover.
